And  will  not  the 
same  cows  produce  better  milk 
if  kept  In  high  flesh  and  on 
rich  food,  than  they  would  do 
if  kept  lean  and  fed  on  mate- 
rials of  but  little  nourishment, 
and  does  not  the  weather  have 
considerable  effect  on  thequal- 

ty  of  the. cheese,  and  lastly,  j^- 
there  not  difference,  much  dif- 
ference in  different  hands  in 
t  fie  management  of  the  same 
dairy?  We  think  these  que- 
ries may  be  answered  in  the 
affirmative — therefore  let  us 
have  charity  for  an  old  lady 
when  she  says  her  cheese  is  of 
new  milk,  although  it  be  not 
so  good  as  we  ever  saw. 

There  is  this  difference  be- 
tween happiness  and  wisdom  ; 
he  that  thinks  himself  the  hap- 
piest man,  really  is  so  ;  but  he 
that  thinks  himself  the  wisest, 
is  generally  the  greatest  fool.

Reaping — The  season  for 
this  kind  of  business  should  be 
observed  with  the  greatest 
care.      Wheat,    u^e,    or    oat 

hculd  be  cut  as  soon  as  the 
straw  ceases  to  conduct  mofst- 
ure  from  the  earth  to  the  ker- 
nel, and  if  the  perfection  of  the 
grain  be  the  sole  object,  it 
o  ]ght  not  to  be  cut  until  Thai 
period  arrives;  but  as  the  straw 
is  more  valuable  when  cut  ear- 
ly tMri  when  cut  late,  and  the 
grain  apt  to  scatter  out  and 
waste  in  harvesting  when  over 
rir>e,  it  follows  that  we  should 
commence  rather  early  in  pre- 

erertre  to  delay ing  too  late. 

We  do  not  recommend  cra- 
dling grain  that  is  very  heavy, 
crinkled,  or  intermixed  with 
high  weeds  ;  but  some  pieces 
of  grain  may  be  cradled  to 
much  more  profit  than  reaped 
but  reaped  grain  is  not  so 
likely  to  mould  and    heat   in 

he  barn  as  cradled,  because 
the  cradle  gathers  in  more 
green  vegetables  than  the 
sickle.  Do  not  fail  to  seasim 
your  grain  well  before  get- 
ting in,  if  the  weather  will  al- 
low.

many  experiments  have  been 
made  relating"  to  this  subject, 
and  yet  different  agriculturist 
continue  to  differ  in  their  opin- 
ions upon  it. 

We  have  seen  accounts  of 
experiments  said  to  be  conduct 
ed  with  the  greatest  care, 
some  of  which  give  results 
greatly  in  favor  of  not  cut- 
ting the  top  stalks  at  all,  stat 
ing-  the  difference  to  be  a  quar-l 
ter  or  even  a  third  part  of  the 
crop;  but  this  to  us  looks  ra 
ther  incredible,  for  we  have 
made  the  trial  of  cutting  very 
early,  and  at  common  season 
and  also  not  at  all,  being  in  the 
same  field,  and  the  same  sea 
son,  and  could  determine  no 
difference,  therefore  we  con- 
cluded, on  the  whole,  that  the 
"good  old  way  was  the  best 
way — that  is,  "cut  them  when 
the  top  begins  to  curl."  A  dif 
ferent  season  may  give  a  dif 
ferent  result.  Try  and  see. 
and  when  you  have  done, 
make  known  the  result  of you» 
experiments  through  the  me 
diumofsome  publication,  that 
others  may  profit  thereby.

All  the  vegetable  rubbish  in 
the  garden  should  now  be  gath- 
ered (if  not  already  done)  into 
a  pile  in  s-'rae  suitable  place, 
where,  instead  of  remaining 
ucumberers  of  the  ground,'' 
they  may  be  converted  into 
valuable  compost  manure  for

that  though  one  like  Solomon 
himself  should  pass  along,  he 
would  not  be  mortified  with 
hearing  him  say,  he  "went  by 
the  field   of  the  slothful,  and

Farmers  should 
have  no  secrets  in  their  business,  for  they  never  proceed 
on  false  credit. 

The  father  should  tell  his  sons  how  much  lie  owes  (if 
any)  towards  his  farm,  and  all  his  prospects  and  all  his 
fears.  The  mother  should  instruct  each  daughter  in  the 
details  of  her  household  management,  with  the  precise 
value  of  whatever  was  consumed  in  food  and  clothing. 
Then  your  sons  and  daughters  are  prepared  to  enter  up- 
on the  theatre  of  life  with  all  the  advantages  of  experi- 
enced actors. 

After  pronouncing  the  foregoing  to  be  much  the  most 
important  part  of  the  education  of  children,  our  author 
proceeds,  to  give  some  directions  relating  to  their  scientific 
and  literary  education,  recommending  them  to  be  in- 
structed at  home  by  competent  teachers,  employed  for 
the  purpose,  instead  of  being  sent  to  a  distance,  at  great 
expense  for  board,  tuition,  $fc.  to  be  well  furnished  with 
books,  and  an  apparatus — a  part  of  the  apparatus  to  be 
made  by  their,  own  hands,  &c. 


CAUSES  OF  DEFORMITY. 

The  following  is  extracted  from  a  medical  publication, 
for  the  benefit  of  our  readers. 

Question.  What  important  cautions  are  necessary  in 
carrying  a  young  infant  in  the  arms  ? 

Answer.  Not  to  grasp  it  too  firmly,  lest  its  bones, 
which  are  soft  and  easily  bent,  become  distorted  ;  never 
place  it  upon  the  arm  so  as  to  endanger  its  falling  back- 
wards, and  to  give  such  support  to  its  head,  as  will  pre- 
vent its  rolling  about,  or  becoming  bent  upon  the  shoul- 
der. 


Q.  Should  an  infant  be  carried  constantly  on  the  arm  1 

A.  No  ;  by  its  being  confined  in  this  position  too  long, 
it  may  contract  a  habit  of  leaning  to  one  side  ;  or  its  bo- 
dy may  become  permanently  crooked. 

The  child  should  be  kept  in  a  natural  and  easy  pos- 
ture, with  its  head  supported  while  the  muscles  are  too 
feeble  to  support  itself — it  never  should  be  induced  to 
use  excessive  exertion  to  maintain  an  erect  posture,  ei- 
ther in  sitting  or  in  trying  to  walk  before  its  strength  is 
adequate  to  the  performance. 

While  on  this  subject,  we  may  be  allowed  to  protest, 
in  the  name  of  humanity  and  common  sense,  against  the 
monstrous  fashion  of  girting  infants  in  tight  bandages, 
and,  under  the  idea  of  preventing  one  kind  of  rupture, 
actually  cause  another  kind. 

We  would  also  protest  against  caps,  warm  often  by 
their  texture,  and  irritating  by  their  ornamental  lace 
work;  their  strings  also  often  act  as  ligatures,  that  near- 
ly strangle  the  infant. 


Different  kinds  of  Fasting.     (  Written  in  old  style.) 

The  fast  from  feeding,  says  John  Taylor,  the  water 
poet,  is  divers  ways  performed. 

1.  Some  there  are  that  faste  for  pure  devotion,  with  a 
zealous  abstinence  from  any  kinde  of  corporall  foode, 
for  a  space,  because  they  will  bring  downe  and  curbe 
their  unbridled  affections,  and  tame  their  fleshly  desires, 
that  so  the  exercise  of  spirituall  contemplation  may  be 
the  more  fervent,  their  repentance  more  unfained,  and 
their  prayers  more  acceptable. 

2.  Another  fast  is  hypocriticall  or  -sophistical],  as  a  ho- 
ly maide  that  enjoyned  herselfe  to  abstaine  foure  dayes 
from  any  meate  whatsoever,  and  being  locked  up  close 
in  a  room,  she  had  nothing  but  her  two  bookes  to  feede 
upon,  but  the  bookes  were  two  painted  boxes  made  in 
the  forme  of  greate  bibles,  with  claspes  and  bosses  the 
inside,  not  having  one  worde  of  God  in  them,  nor  any 
faulte  escaped  in  the  printing,  but  the  one  well  fild  with 
suckets  and  sweete  meales,  and  the  other  with  wine,  up- 
on which  this  devoute  votary  did  faste  with  zealous  med- 
itation, eating  up  the  contents  of  one  booke,  and  drink- 
ing contentedly  the  other. 


Then  there  is  a  faste  called,  in  spight  of  your  teeth, 
and  that  is,  will  yce,  nillyee^  when  a  man's  stomach  is  in 
folio,  and  knows  not  where  to  have  a  dinner  in  JDecimo 
sexto.  This  faste  I  have  often  met  withall  at  the  courtes 
and  at  divers  greate  men's  houses,  not  because  there 
hath  wanted  meate,  but  because  some  have  wanted  man- 
ners, and  I  have  wanted  impudence. 


A  SHIFTLESS  FARMER. 

A  writer  in  the  Genessee  Farmer  thus  describes  some 
farmers  in  the  western  country,  "whose  only  God  is  the 
whiskey  bottle,  and  whose  only  study  is  how  to  live  in 
the  most  shiftless  manner." 

In  describing  one  or  two,  it  will  be  a  tolerable  sample 
of  the  whole.  In  the  first  place,  they  all  keep  an  old 
sow  which  is  suffered  to  run  at  large,  and  of  course  more 
than  half  starved  ;  about  three  times  a  year,  and  that 
makes  up  in  the  aggregate  all  the  time,  she  has  a  litter  of 
coach-backed,  sharp  nosed,  and  long  tailed  pigs  at  her 
heels,  always  ready  for  mischief  the  moment  a  gate  is 
opened.  Ask  him  why  he  keeps  so  many  hogs,  he 
tells  you  "to  have  pork."  The  truth  is,  he  never  has  any 
pork  in  his  house.  He  may  have  for  four  months  in  a 
year,  a  small  quantity  of  hog-meat,  made  with  much  ex- 
pense, with  double  the  amount  of  corn  that  would  have 
fattened  and  kept  constantly  in  the  pen  a  hog  that  would 
have  weighed  him  twenty  score.  But  bethinks  he  made 
a  saving  because  his  hogs  were  in  the  street  plundering 
a  miserable  existence  out  of  his  better  neighbors. 

In  most  cases,  for  I  have  had  one  on  each  side  of  me, 
(says  he)  a  paltry  cur  bitch  is  kept,  and  of  consequence 
a  nest  of  ill-blooded,  unmannerly  whelps  are  prowling 
about  my  back  door  half  the  time. 

The  same  may  be  said  of  his  chickens,  a  contempti- 
ble, blue-legged,  bug-eating  breed,  that  will  scratch  up 
even  potatoe  bills  faster  than  a  common  man  can  plant 
them  ;  never  fit  to  eat,  and  their  very  es;gs  not  half  full  of 
meat,  from  their  wretched  poverty.  Not  a  country  wag- 
on or  sleigh  can  stop  near  them,  but  their  crooked-back- 
ed, sharp-boned  cows  are  forthwith  plundering  it  of  the 
little  straw  or  hay  within  it,  put  there  for  the  convenience 
of  the  driver.     If  perchance  a  horse  belong  to  the  estate 
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lishuient,  and  often  one  of  those  unfortunate,  broken 
down  animals  gets  into  such  hands,  he  is  worried  about 
and  beaten  over  his  rattling  ribs  by  the  unlicked  cubs  of 
boys,  that  always  crib  about  such  a  concern.  These 
form  their  domestic  stock  and  as  for  their  manner  of  liv 
ing;  and  their  own  habitation,  it  is  useless  to  describe 
them.  The  many  crazy,  tattered  shanties  with  windows 
composed  of  old  hats,  breeches,  bits  of  paper,  and  no 
windows  at  all,  with  crevices  open  to  every  wind  and 
storm  of  Heaven,  show  where  they  stay,  and  on  entering 
it,  the  open-mouthed,  retreating  fire  place,  with  a  few 
half  rotten  sticks,  surrounded  by  a  squad  of  half  naked, 
mop-headed,  shivering  children,  destitute  of  the  comforts 
of  a  wigwam,  will  tell  you  how  they  live. — In  truth  I 
have  very  little  charity  for  such  folks. 


RELIGION. 

The  spirit  of  true  religion  breathes  gentleness  and  af- 
fability. It  is  social,  kind,  and  cheerful ;  far  removed 
from  that  gloomy  and  illiberal  superstition  which  clouds 
the  brows,  sharpens  the  temper,  dejects  the  spirits,  and 
teaches  men  to  fit  themselves  for  another  world  by  ne- 
glecting the  concerns  of  this.  Let  your  religion,  on  the 
contrary,  connect  preparation  for  heaven  with  an  honor- 
able discharge  of  the  duties  of  active  life.  Of  such  reli- 
gion, discover  on  every  occasion  that  yon  are  not  asham- 
ed ;  but  avoid  making  any  ostentation  of  it  before  the 
world.— Blair.

Anew  method  of  raising  Peas,  fyc. — Take  pieces  of 
turf  8  to  12  inches  long,  and  3  or  4  inches  broad  ;  plant 
them  in  a  regular  manner  over  a  hot  bed,  grass  side 
downwards,  and  sow  a  row  of  peas  on  each  row  of  turf, 
and  cover  them  with  soil ;  when  they  are  fit  for  trans- 
planting, take  the  turf  piece  by  piece,  and  place  them 
where  they  are  to  produce  the  crop.  By  this  means,  the 
roots  receive  no  injury,  nor  their  growth  any  check. — 
This  method  may  be  practised  with  similar  success  with 
potatoes,  beans,  &,c. 


Jlphorisms,  Jfliscellany^  &c. 

Our  young  ladies  should  be  impressed  with  the  idea 
that  their  happiness  and  respectability  does  not  neces- 
sarily depend  on  marriage,  but  from  a  cheerful  disposi- 
tion to  a  faithful  discharge  of  the  duties  before  them,  in 
whatever  state  or  situation  they  may  be  placed — that  a 
real  clever  old  maid  is  to  community  one  of  Heaven's 
best  gifts. 

The  Human  Heart. — The  heart  in  one  hour  beats  3600 
times,  discharges  7200  ounces  of  blood,  and  conveys 
through  it  the  whole  mass  of  blood  in  the  body  not  less 
than  25  times  ;  in  the  space  of  24  hours,  the  whole  blood 
in  the  body  circulates  600  times  through  the  heart.

Lord  Verulem  observes,  that  cheerfulness  of  spirits  is 
particularly  useful  when  we  sit  down  to  meals  or  go  to 
rest — it  improves  the  appetite  and  quickens  the  digestion 
in  the  one  case,  and  invites  to  quiet  refreshing  repose  in 
the  other. 


Meceipts,  &c. 

To  make  Rice  Bread. — Boil  a  pint  of  rice  soft ;  add  a 
pint  of  leaven  ;  then  three  quarts  of  flour  ;  put  it  to  rise 
in  a  tin  or  earthen  vessel  until  it  has  risen  sufficiently ; 
divide  it  into  three  loaves  and  bake  it. 


"To  keep  Suet  all  the  year, — Chop  it  fine  enough  for 
use,  pack  it  down  in  a  stone  jar,  and  cover  it  with  mo- 
lasses.  

To  take  out  Ink  Spots. — As  soon  as  the  accident  hap- 
pens, wet  the  place  with  juice  of  sorrel  or  lemon,  or  with 
vinegar,  and  the  best  hard,  white  soap. 


To  remove  Printing  Ink. — Apply  warm  oil  or  spirit  of 
turpentine — by  rubbing  the  spot  it  will  extract  ink  or 
paint.  Warm  the  turpentine  by  putting  the  vial  in  warm 
water.  - — 

To  dye  Feathers  or  Hair  Red. — Take  an  ounce  of 
Brazil  wood  in  powder,  half  an  ounce  of  alum,  a  quarter 
of  an  ounce  of  vermillion,  and  a  pint  of  vinegar — boil 
them  up  to  a  moderate  thickness,  and  dip  the  articles, 
having  first  soaked  them  in  hot  water. 


Spring  Rye. — Sow  a  peck  of  oats  with  a  bushel  of 
spring  rye  to  prevent  blasting  ;  it  is  easily  separated  from 
the  rye  with  a  good  winnowing  mill.     Try  it. 

Polypus  in  the  Nose. — It  is  said  this  may  be  cured  by 
bloodroot  powdered  fine  and  used  like  snuff. 


Spruce  Beer. — Pour  8  gallons  of  cold  water  into  a  bar- 
rel, and  then  boiling  8  gallons  more,  put  that  in  also, 
which  will  make  it  the  right  temperature — add  12  lbs,  of 
molasses,  with  about  half  a  pound  of  essence  of  spruce, 
and  on  its  getting  a  little  cooler,  half  a  pint  of  good 
yeast.     The  whole  being   well  stirred,  must  be  left  with 


the  bung  out  for  two  or  three  clays,  then  bottle  tight,  and 
in  a  week  or  two  it  will  be  fit  to  drink. 

To  prevent  danger  from  toet  clothes. — Keep,  if  possible, 
in  motion,  and  take  care  not  to  go  near  a  fire,  or  into  a 
very  warm  place,  so  as  to  occasion  sudden  heat  until  af- 
ter procuring  dry  clothes.  Sitting  or  standing  in  a 
draught  or  current  of  air  in  wet  clothes,  is  particularly 
injurious  and  often  fatal ;  and  even  in  dry  clothes  this 
practice  should  be  avoided. 


To  procure  calm  and  refreshing  Sleep.—  Take  a  light 
supper  some  time  previous  to  going  to  bed,  and  having 
attended  to  regular  and  proper  exercise  during  the  day, 
you  will  be  likely  to  enjoy  quiet  sleep.  Heavy,  late 
suppers  produce  apoplexy,  nightmare  and  indigestion. 

To  make  Dyspepsia  Bread. — Three  quarts  of  unbolted 
wheat  meal,  one  quart  soft  water,  warm  but  not  hot,  one 
gill  fresh  yeast,  one  gill  molasses  or  not,  as  may  best 
relish,  one  teaspoonfuli  sal  seratis — make  into  2  loaves 
and  bake  an  hour — cool  gradually. 

Dyspepsia  crackers  may  be  made  of  unbolted  flour, 
water  and  sal  eeratis,  that  will  be  much  esteemed,  and 
very  convenient  for  travelling.  Those  afflicted  with  that 
complaint  will  do  well  to  try  this  receipt.
